It gives 
jirth to the thousand joys and hopes of hu- 
manity—it sheds a golden halo all along life's 
Dathway—it gilds and softens the stormiest 
scenes of existence—vivifies the affections— 
sanctifies the passions, and a beam of its divine 
radiance was lent to purify nnd strengthen 
the lamp of love. 


I am not a Scotchman, bir, but as I hallow

dency of his works; to damn him for his sins 
and to ostracise the fruits of his genius. With 
such criticisms I do not sympathise. 
True he 


could never have produced those works that 
have given him all his ftme, if he had not al- 
ready served an apprenticeship to experience, 
and •' drunk oftener o' the tun than o' the 
we'll." 
What then shall we say'? Even this,— 


We will not judge his faults too harshly ; but 
we will rend his productions, and joy and glo- 
ry in them; and, till some great puritanical 
genius shall arise to depict the workings of 
hair-brairu'd, uproarious mirth and convivial 
indulgence, we will pardon Burns the injury 
he (lone his health. hU fortune, and his good 
name, for the pit-asure we have received at his 
hands and the wealth of poetic beauty he has 
bequeathed to us. 


If, it were ncesanry to frame excuses for his 


habits, we might do it by enlarging on the 
temptations to which he was subjected, from 
his struggles with misfortune, and the fluctua- 
tions and uncertainties of hi.s fate. We might 
describe him us born to poverty and stecpvcl 
in contt'iupt—raised by hi.« genius to the lofti- 
est pinnacle, but, like the giddy sailor at 
head, ready to topple and fall with the first 
blrtst thttt H5«nilc'd him 
Wti might, ulso, trace 


his deep aud fiequent potations of hittfavorit 
unquebngh, that long, last draught, when he 
bade farewell to hi* country ami hii kinnmen. 
as he supposed, forever. 
To none of this 


would he hav«- been obnoxious, had he been 
born to a landed ertattt, Or brought up behind 
a counter.

But he could tell them, Scot- 
land had no monopoly of Burns. 
She had his 


birth-place arid his grave : hi? kith and kin ; 
his love and patriotism, and his glorious name. 
But. his works were the common property of 
Literature ; his genius was the world's ; anil 
his sicred memory belonged to all mankind. 
thro'igh all future time. 
Scotland furnished 


the peculiar dialect in which ho wrote, and 
which gave a rustic charm to his verse. 
But 


he, in turn, had made that rude dialect cla*- 
sic : he had set, in the rough frame-work, a 
jewel, which would pre^ene it, ah long as the 
thoughts of Homer would preserve the pol- 
ished Greek. 


Burns had, indeed, thrown a classic tint 


over all the rugged features of his native land. 
Not a craggy cliff lifted its head, unsung. Not 
a rher or a burn, bnt murmured to the melo- 
dy of hi* songs. But, then, hi» melodies werr 
as familiar, on the banks of the Ohio or Mi*- 
pissippi, as en tbo:>e of the Tweed. 
The fes- 


tive party, assembled on Lake Michigan, or 
on the far-sounding shores of Superior, make 
their mirth and their sentiment vocal, in the 
pann- strains, which first echoed on the quiet 
" banks of Ayr." 


Hence sir, as an American, I come here 


with an honest claim — with a l<.yctl right — and 
with equal pride and pleasure, to join you hi 
paying tribute to Scotland's great Poet. — 
When shall we sec his like again V When did 
the world ever see it before ? 
Not certainly 


n }uur country, rich and prolific as her an- 
nals have been, in the production of intellect. 
Her noble Schools have been fruitful in Schol- 
ars, Historian, Philosophers and Novelists. — 
But only once, has genius ri.«en alx>ve the 
schools, and triumphed in despite of thorn. — 
Only once, have we seen the illiterate Peasant 
Boy, 
tooling at " tho plough, the scythe or tin' 


reap-hook," yet, ''prcguent with celesti.il fire," 
— instinct with immortal thought, which, cloth- 
ng itself in the humble language of the cot- 
tage, became, at once and forever, the chosen 
dialect of Love, of Sentiment, of Patriotism. 
and of Mirth. The triumph of Burns was the 
;rinmph of nature. It was the "divinity within 
liim," that spoke. 


lie was the mivror, in which all scones and 


all passions glassed thcrosohe.-s, with a perfect 
similitude. He was the '-medium," — (to speak 
in modern phrase), by which those "spiritual 
things," called thoughts anil feeling,— whicli 
" knock " in the common breast of humftnitv, 
were made audible and intelligible to all 
men. 
He stood, like the favored Prophet ot 


old, between man nnd his maker, and bi ought 
down from the smoke and darknos of the 
mystic mountain, the true !aw of ihu heart, 
and wrote it out on tablets more enduring than 
stone. His thoughts were li\ ing irnnccs: his 
sentiment* fad el res pictures. Though he spokc- 
of natural scenery, only as it WHS the com- 
panion of some thought or sentiment, yet the 
school-boy of America is familiar with Scot- 
land's geography, through the poems of Burn-. 
And what reader of bis, has not learned to 
honor Scotland's Industry ; to ahbor her ty- 
ranny ; and to admire her valor and patriot- 
ism ? Who, like him, has ennobled hom>rt. 
patient, toiling Poverty '? Who, like him, has 
scathed the empty brow of gilded pride and 
titled Rank ?

Who like him, has painted Love. Sir, when 
Love finds « better exponent than Burns, we 
must expect Providence to semi us a new 
edition of the passion, and an angel for nn in- 
terpreter.

IXTJERfiST JLAW. 


Legislators can commit no graver error than 


to suppose they can mate law—originate prin- 
ciples of right. Their chief business should 
be to ascertain what is right—what is in ac- 
cordance with the fitness of things, and con- 
form their legislation to its precepts. The laws 
of trade are governed by as fixed principles as 
the laws of gravitation, nnd the one can no 
more be violated with impunity than the other. 
Legislatoishave taken infinite pains, at vari- 
ous times and places, to counteract and over- 
rule the law of supply and demand, by estab- 
lishing legal latcs of interest for money, or 
its equivalent, and by prohibiting the taking 
of higher than the legal rates. All such laws, 
we regard as injurious, because they fail to 
prevent greedy capitalists from exacting high- 
er rates, and compel them to demand higher 
r.ites to cover the increased risk. The ton- 
denc> of such a law, in this State, we think, 
would be to throw the business of loaning mo- 
ney into the hands of unscrupulous Shy locks, 
and to make the necessitous borrowers their 
helpless victims. 


The present law has Worked well. Notwith- 


standing a million of dollars has been with- 
drawn fi om the State by the emigration to Cal- 
ifornia, and the partial fjiluie of the wheat 
and potatoe crops for three successive jear», 
the rates of interest now avciage le«s than 
they did two years ago. The evils of which 
so many complain arc not owing to the ab- 
sence of a nsuiy law, but are attributable to 
other causes which a usuiy law could not af- 
fcc t. It would increase instead of mitigaing 
these evils. 


The Jewish law against usury was founded 


in a wise philosophy. Imperishable property, 
like money, should not draw interest, and 
would not in a proper state of society. 
At 


twehe per cent, interest, Five Thousand Dol- 
I.ns will pioduce Six Hunched Dollars nnnu- 
ally. This exceeds the wages of intelligent 
mechanics, and is double the amount paid to 
the daylaboiti. Five Thousand Dollars pit- 
ted against the bones and sinew-., the flesh and 
blood of a living man, and coming off con- 
queror, and making the man a prcv at the 
end of a life sti uggle ' There is something 
teiribly ajar in the constitution of society, 
when the Almighty Dollar triumphs in the 
halls of legislation, on the Judge's bench, and 
even at the Ballot Box, over toiling Human- 


ity. 
And not until the people come to under- 


stand the true iclathe value of labor nnd cap- 
ital, and demand, vith the sternness of in- 
sulted justice, legislation for the rights of Man, 
instead of legislation, chiefly, for the interests 
of Capital, will the evil? of partial and class 
legislation be abated 


But it is useless to hope, at present, for 


such a great step in the path of humim pro- 
gress, as the abolition of :ill interest for 
money. The next best thing is to leave it 
entirely open to the free competition. If thut 
will notieduee the rates of interest, no legal 
enactments can do it. We trust the Legisla- 
ture will not alter tho law till it lias had a fair 
trial. 
Fickleness in legislation will tend to 


drive out the capital already lomied in this 
State, and prevent move from coming in.
